The Black S3a Fleet Waiting for England 


to Enter the Hellespoint. 


[Special Dispatch to the Transcript.] 


BERLIN, Dec. 5.—A dispatch from St. 


Petersburg says it is reported there tha' 
seven war ships and nine torpedo boats, 
forming the armed reserve of the Black 
sea fleet, are anchored at Seb.nstopol. It is 
asserted in naval circles in St. Petersburg 
that a month ago, when Kuss'ia assumed 
that Great Britain might enter the Hol- 
Icspont alone, orders were sent to Sebas- 
topol to arm the vessels, raise their crews 
to the full complement of men and hold 
the fleet in readiness to sail in twenty- 
four hours notice.

Another 
Meeting 
Held 
Last 


Night 
at

City Hall. 


NO FURTHER ACTION TO BE TAKEN. 


The Situation Talked Over. Independents 


Will Select Their Ticket From the 


List of Candidates Already 


in the Field. 


The citizens interested in the independ- 


ent movement in city politics met last 
night in the district court room and came 
to the conclusion to take no more action 
at present. There were between seventy- 
five and 100 persons present. W. G. Cady, 
permanent chairman of the organization, 
called the meeting to order. Some desul- 
tory discussion was held, while the coming 
of the clerk, E. BanjaM, \v<is awaited. 
Mr. Barnard did not puL in an appearance 
at all. 


The discussion was begun by John Lar- 


kin, who took a, local paper to task for 
misrepresenting him in its use of his re- 
marks concerning C. E. Whitney, who 
was nominated at the Democratic conven- 
tion. Mr. Larkin declared he had said 
nothing about the Tiotninee but that he 
was a hard working man and had held no 
public office. Mr. Lirkin did not want it 
understood that he had said anything 
about road commissioners or Notch jobs, 
and he hoped the paper would get things 
right and let the matter drop. "If it 
wants," he said, "to hit the road commis- 
sioners or any other man let it not use me 
as a club." 


James E. Hunter talked more in the pur- 


pose of the meeting; [ He pointed out 
that both parties had made the nomina- 
tions for city offices. The names of the 
nominees are before thl voters and the 
question of who shall tw the city officers 
is being pretty well discussed. There are 
over thirty names to select from for tlie 
council, and it seemed tjb him it would be 
better for the citizens to go into their re- 
spective wards and street the men they 
wished to vote for frontthe tickets of the 
parties. He will be prffltty hard to please 
who cannot find ftfteenfimen fitted for the 
office of councilman worn the number 
selected. This movement has not been 
made for the purpose (if putting men in 
nomination. It was started to bring the 
question before tUe people and to not 
have a ticket made in secret and put be- 
fore the voters, to take that or nothing. 
It has accomplished that end. Most of us 
have made up our minds whom to vote for 
and it is better for us as citizens to drop 
the matter now and select from the 
tickets. 


TV". B, Sanford wished to know if Mr. 


Hunter desired his remarks to apply to all 
of the ticket as well as to the councilman. 
Mr. Hunter replied, yes, and said there 
are good men enough Dominated for all 
the offices. The movement has accom- 
plished all it started to do and more. A 
great deal of independent voting will be 
done at the city election. 


Alexander McDougall said he thought 


at one time that if the parties discrimi- 
nated against the men suggested" by the 
independents the men in the movement 
would be in honor bound to support them. 
It does not appear there was any discrim- 
inating. If there was any it was against 
men who need no recognition from any 
political party. I can agree with Mr. 
Hunter. 
The paitiea said they would 


manage their own business. 
They man- 


aged their business and if thay are pleased 
with their nominations they are not hard 
to please. 


D. J. Barber, H. J. Millard and W. G. 


Cady were of the opinion of Mr. Hunter 
and Mr. McDou<rall. A ticket worthy of 
support they thought would be selected 
from the nominations made. 


To bring the matter to a point Alexan- 


der McDougall moved that recognizing 
the satisfactory state of affairs now exist- 
ing, that the movement had provoked a 
discussion of public questions to a much 
larger extent than before and now that 
we have attained our end, therefore we 
take no action in nominating candidates 
for city offices. The motion was carried 
and a motion to dissolve was made. Mr. 
Parker succeeded in getting adopted a 
motion to adjourn subject to the call of 
the chairman so that the organization 
might not die out.

THE CITIZEN'S MOVEMENT. 


One of the most flattering ana striking 


features of our city campaign is the dig- 
nified suspension of work last night by 
whit has been commonly spoken of as 
the independent or citizen's movement, 
jt is a compliment to the present condi- 
tion of affairs in our community (a reform 
anovement finding nothing to refoYnQ) that 
will attract no little attention from the 
outside public, where we are just now be- 
ing carefully watched and studied. 
It is 


a promising augury indeed for continued 
liarmouious action of good elements that 
more than anything else is destined to 
give character and progressive strength 
to our municipal government. 


It is not because this particular move- 


ment of itself was one of special impor- 
tance that we so speak of it. But because 
of the characteristics of the work which 
similar organized movements are gener- 
ally supposed to assume. The mention of 
'a citizen's movement usually implies a 
supposed needed reform; the need may be 
either real or imaginary. 
If real the 


movement may under certain circum- 
stances undoubtedly be tho means of 
good; if imaginary it may be the cause, 
unintentionally perhaps, of an infinite 
amount of harm and often defeats most 
worthy causes the workings for which 
the independents may not have been fa- 
miliar with. 


We were asked the day before the sus- 


pension of the citizen's movement if we 
would support an independent ticket pro- 
vided a good one was put up. Our answer 
was that most assuredly we would not 
support such a ticket, as a ticket, or such 
action under the existing circumstances. 
We mention this not desiring to imply 
that our opinion was sought or cared for 
particularly by any part of the independ- 
ent movement, for we have not the slight- 
est reason to think it was. But we men- 
tion it because the question like a sort of 
a little text, as it were, gives us an oppor- 
tunity for presenting for what they are 
worth an idea or two about independent 
movements. 


We believe in reform, and reform with 


a big "R" when there is occasion for it_ 
We can hardly realize where occasion for 
reform has been demonstrated in the case 
of a city government before it is born, or 
before even the probability of its personnel 
or principles can be accurately surmised. 
And when reform is needed the most 
practical and best way to get it underway 
is to do so inside of our own parties, by 
paying attention to our primaries and 
delegates and making our demands known 
in the political circles where our influence 
can be most effectively and properly used. 
Party organizations are absolute neces- 
sities and of great public benefit. The 
" machine " may be decried but it is going 
to stay and may be made a powerful in 
fluence for good or evil, according to how 
it is managed. We believe it is better to 
keep the machine well cleaned up with 
good wholesome oil and rubbing than to 
clog'it with useless embarrassments. 


But opinions will alwajs differ on these 


points, and if it is always an honest dif- 
ference-as it has been in the present local 
case it may simply indicate a healthy in- 
terest in public affairs that is not by any 
means necessarily a prophecy of evil. In 
such a movement as the one- in question 
there must almost unavoidably be some 
who are natural fault finders, but they 
are taken for what they are worth either 
inside or outside of the movement, and if 
they meet with some ridicule they should 
be prepared for it. They can hardly ex- 
pect to be given free liberty to criticize 
without check or rebuke of any kind. 


In the citizens movement which has 


just now pnt aside its work in such a 
creditable and public spirited manner, 
having accomplished, aa they say, all they 
purposed to do, were some of our most 
highly esteemed and respected citizens, 
»nd their action last night will establish 
thorn more firmly tkan evei- in the esteem 
and respect of onr public spirited people, 
whether affiliated with one or the other 
of onr leading political parties; for this 
particular occasion properly selecting 
their candidates from among the best 
men on both tickets. 


laid down there for, on account 'of low 
ocean freight rales and for the reason that 
Knglish manufacturers,-»fter forcing down 
the wages of their workmen to the lowest 
possible point, are satisfied with little 
or no margin of profit if they can only 
knock out American competition and get, 
a foothold here.

He 
yesterday offered a resolution in the sen- 
ate denouncing the recent Turkish atroci- 
ties, and assuring the executive that a 
vigorous course looking to the protection 
of American interests in Turkey and the 
suppression of outrages against Christian- 
ity would secure the hearty and emphatic 
endorsement of Congress.

TIME FOR A HALT. 


Man Suflraga Association Thinks Further 


Argument lln.iecets.iry. 


BOSTON", Dec. 5.—The Man Suffrage as- 


sociation has issued tlie following state- 
ment "to the people of Massachusetts": 
After 25 years of agitation by the suffrag- 
ists the question of municipal suffrage 
for women has been brought to a test. 
The voters have been ashed their opinion 
and have given an emphatic reply. 


Never before has any question submitted 


to the people of Massachusotts received so 
overwhelming a defeat. 
The vote of tho 


men was: No, 180,976; yes, 87,000; a no 
majority of 99,9715, only 24 short of a round 
100,000. 


'iho vote of tho women on the suffrage 


question—yes, 82,204; no, 864—is as sig- 
nificant as that of the men. By the cen- 
sus of 18!)5 the number of men in Massa- 
chusetts qualified to register and vote is 
681,699. The number of women qualified 
to register and vote ou the question was at 
least 57o,,000. OC these more than 550,000 
declined to vote, and less than four iu a 
hundred voted yes. In other words, inoro 
than 93 per cent of the women of the com- 
monwealth either prefer the present status 
of the suffrage or are wholly indifferent 
in the matter, 


In 47 towns not one woman voted yes, 


and in 138 other towns the women voting 
yes numbered 15 or loss. As the vast ma- 
jority of tho women opposed to the suf- 
trage expressed1 their opinion by refusing 
to vote, the women's vote, for purposes of 
tabulation, has little value. 


Every county and every congressional, 


councillor, senatorial and representative 
district in the commonwealth cast a ma- 
jority against the proposition. 


In view of such a result it would seem 


that further agitation of the question at 
present is uncalled for. 


Advice to Farmers.

livered an address on "Milk Supply in 
Jlassaclrasetts Cities," in which he deplored 
the large profit of the middlemen and pre- 
dicted a prosperous future for this branch 
of dairy products. Ex-Governor Hoard oE 
"Wisconsin advised farmers to abandon 
their oM-tinae notions and conduct their 
business in the light of modern necessities. 
The necessities were more revenue, in- 
creasing competition, decreased fertility, 
increased cost of labor, adulteration, re- 
fusal of the market to take tho product of 
crude labor aud the increasing liability of 
loss to dairy herds by modern diseases.
